Creiovs AND FEABFUL ACCIDENT ON TOE
LViRGINIA M1pLAND RaILROAD.— Last night as
the passepger train on tbe Midland railroad,
which is due here at 9 P. M., was approach-
ing the crossing of the Franklin turnpike,
about two miles from the city, the engineer
discovered a wagon standing partially on
the track afd a horse hung in the cattle-
guard pesr that point. Rounding a curve,
he fvas unable to see the ebstructions until
pearly on them, snd being down grade it
was impossible to stop, and the pilot of the
engine struck the-horse with full force, lift-
ing bim entirely out of the cattle-guard and
throwing him across the track, where the
whole train passed over him. The engine
.and boggageear jumped some two [eet
¢rom the traek, but fortunately came down
with thé wheels safely on the-railz, The
train ran some four bundred yards Turther
before it could be stopped, when, bucking
npto the scene of the disaster, it was found
that the body and even the bones of the
horse bad been eompletely destroyed and
pulverized, the only distinguishablé® por-
tion tkat was found being a few inches of
the besd, from which the ears and a ‘por-
tion of the nose had been cut off, The
wagon was found to be cousiderably dam-
wzed, the front and side wheels which were
ou the traek being badly smashed. In the
wigon was found the barmess, whieh had
beeo taken ofl the horse, s barrel of bacon,
some packages of coffee and sugar, agd a
runlet of whiskey. No trace of a human
being, except some tracks a&round the
wagon, were discogerable about. the scene
of the aceident, and it is unknown whether
the owner perished with his borse. The
most plausible theory is that he bad turned
in from the turppike on to the raiiroad
through mistake, and His horse getting iato
thé cattle-guard he bhad removed the harness
and goue off for help, and had not returned
when the train came on, We are inforagad,
however, that certain signs and appearanees
